(Start with sound effect of phone ringing. Announcer then speaks:)

Ann Corio, burlesque’s brightest 
queen, zips to the screen in a riot of laughs and kisses, songs and 
saucy misses in “SARONG GIRL" with Johnny “Scat” Davis’ band, 
Tim and Irene, Bill Henry . . .

35 WORDS: 


Bright and breeziest, free and easiest show of the season! See Ann 
Corio, burlesque’s No. 1 sensation in “Sarong Girl,” riotous musical 
romance with Johnny “Scat” Davis’ band, Tim and Irene, Bill Henry, 
Damian O'Flynn...

In addition to using spot announcements, try to plant plugs 
on the record programs which have become very popular with 
the radio fans. Arrange with the announcer to dedicate catchy 
numbers like the “Strip Polka” to Miss Corio. In return you can 
offer passes to be used as prizes on any of the contests fre- 
quently run on this type of show. 


Sarong Girl Ballyhoos 


Get a couple of pretty misses garbed in sarongs to meander 
about town with lettering on their bare backs reading: “For 
something new in thrills see Ann Corio in SARONG GIRL.” 
Use lipstick or eyebrow pencil for the lettering and don’t WOIry 
about the display it gets, because we have an idea folks will 
come up close enough to read it. If your ballyhoo gal is stopped 
by the police for any reason, it means a swell news break, so 


see if you can’t arrange something. 


For another street stunt, you can have a good-looker travel 
around on the local transportation system carrying a mounted 
one-sheet under her arm. She won't have to do anything to 
attract attention, as there'll be plenty of neck craning to see 
what she’s carrying. 


Make up a giant jigsaw puzzle by cutting up a mounted 
three-sheet, and hire a couple of youngsters to put it together 
on the sidewalk at busy intersections. Instruct them to assemble 
the figure of Corio first and then procede with the billing. If 
local authorities object to the crowd gathering, you might ar- 
range for the kids to work in the windows of empty stores. Of 
course, the stunt can always be worked to good effect in your 


lobby for an advance teaser. 


During the run of the picture you might have an attractive 
female picketing the front of the theatre in a sarong, bathing 
suit or other abbreviated costume (a sweater girl might do) 
carrying a sign reading: WHAT HAS ANN CORIO GOT THAT 
I HAVEN'T GOT?
